B Weaver as chairman of the mass- 
meeting, and his election was unani- 
mous. The general walked to the 
stage and was Introduced by Ben Ter- 
rell. He thanked the members of the 
meeting for t'-'C honor conferred.

A Thlrteen-Hour Session—Prohibition 


and Woman Suffrage Left Out. 


ST. Loom, Feb. 25.-The platform 


committee of the National conference 
of industrial associations, which re- 
ported yesterday, had been in session 
almost continuously for thirteenliouis. 
It convened at 7:30 Tuesday evening, 
and apportioned to subcommittees tho 
several topics supposed to bo essential 
to a reform platform. 
About 11 o'clock 


the subcommittees came into the gen- 
eral committee with their work, and 
then the real work of tho platform com- 
mittee began. Upon most of tho sub- 
jects in hand there was not much dif- 
ference of opinion. Debate turned prin- 
cipally on the best way of phrasing the 
declarations. 


The question of prohibition was tlio 


one on which there was the greatest 
divergence, and on this a. hot fight was 
waged. 
It wan this dispute which kept 


the committee in session until 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Advocates of pro- 
hibition pleaded for the insertion of a 
prohibition plank, but the majority 
deemed such a declaration extremely 
unwise, and the prohibitionists yielded 
gracefully to the decision. 


Concerning the ' 'subtreasury scheme" 


much was not said. T..e committee 
recognized that the subtreasury idea 
bad contributed materially to the ad- 
vancement of the reform movement m 
the south and the conference could not 
afford to go back on the notion. 
The 


committee, however, recommend the 
matter in a general way without in- 
sisting on particulars 


The free 
coinage of silver went 


through with a whirl. 


There was quite a lively talk over 


tho woman suffrage question, but tho 
southern delegates represented that 
people down their way are not quite

An Argument 
sn Favor of the Antl-

WASHINGTON-, Feb. 25.—The senate 


committee on the judiciary yesterday 
continued its hearing on the anti-option 
bills. 
Wilbur F. Boyle, of St Louis, 


spoke In support of the measures, 
claiming that they would benefit th» 
farmers 
The depression of prices dur- 


ing the last deoade he held was due to 
the system of futures or short selling, 
and not to over-production. He ei- 
plaincd to tho committee how elevator 
receipts for wheat wore borrow ed and 
reborrowcd, 
and how this system 


stopped the 
actual sale of wheat 


Ho 
also 
told the committee how 


deals were canceled under what was 
known as the wringing-out nystem. 
Under it, ho salrt, no product changed 
hands, but it was simply a wager as to 
what the price of a certain commodity 
would bo next month or some time in 
the future. The deals could be curried 
on just as well if there was not a 
bushel of grain or a pound of cotton 
produced.

Attorney-General Hunt Defines HiB 


Position on Tnat Matter. 


Attorney-General Hunt now says that, 


notwithstanding the decision of the Be- 
pnblioftn and Democratic state central 
committees that town meetings, or "elec- 
tions" come within the provisions of the 
Australian ballot law, he has not changed 
his own position regarding the matter, 


"I hove held all along," amd the attor- 


ney-general Tuesday, "that the nomina- 
tions and the printing of the tickets at 
town meetings should be done under the 
provisions of the Australian ballot law. 
iy position waa that the law did not ap- 
ply to the conducting of the town meet- 
ng, that the^mannerof conducting the 
,own meeting was provided for by the 
,owEship organization law, which still 
remains in full force, and which does not 
provide the machinery seemingly required 
lor an election under the Australian 
ballot law 


"I have held, however, that a town 


meeting will probably be valid oondnoted 
in either way, m other words that the 
validity of the result would not depend 
on the manner in which the meeting was 
conducted. 
I regard it all-important 


that contention should be avoided, that

local authorities should agree in the man- 
ner in which the meeting is to be oon 
ducted, and that the agreement should 
be understood and acquiesed in 


"If, therefore, the meetings lire con- 


ducted in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the two state central com- 
mUtees—which, as I understand, concur 
in the conclusion that the Australian bal- 
lot law should be observed—I do not 
think the validity of the result would be 
affected thereby. It would at most be 
irregular, but not vo.d. The matter is 
one which I have no omcial authority to 
determine and have jever attempted so 
to do. It was unfortunate that the law 
was not so plain as to avoid controversy 
in regard to its meaning ' 


From present indications the next leg- 


islature will be obliged to devote consid- 
erable time to devising and passing 
amendments to the Australian ballot 
law to remedy existing defects 
The law 


is ambiguous Jin several respects and 
many contingencies that might arise, it 
is quite generally admitted, are not prop- 
erly provided for

ELECTBICTTY FROM WIND 


Another Force ot Naturs Har- 


nessed for Heating and Light- 


ing. 


Owing to the comparative scarcity of 


water power in many parts of England 
for the generation of power for electrical 
purposes, attention has been given to 
wind power, of which the country IB well 
supplied 
A small experimental plant 


has been in operation at a Uour mill near 
London, the wind mill supplying enffl- 
cient power to ran a sii.all dynamo. Tbe 
orrreut is vised to charge a storage bat. 
tery, from which a number of arc and in- 
candescent lamps were lighted nightly. 
Although the current obtained was 
small the experiment was successful in 
demonstrating the value of this form of 
power for generating eleotiicity.
